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School board OKs $200,000 property tax increase 


Officials defend decision, say budget'not set in stone'

The Anderson County Board of 
Education unanimously approved its 
proposed budget Monday night call¬ 
ing for a 4 percent revenue increase, 
about $200,000 more in anticipated 
property tax revenue for the upcom¬ 
ing fiscal year. 


School board chairman James 
Sargent said the budgeted 4 percent 
revenue increase does not mean the 
board will ultimately decide to raise 
tax rates. 

“Before it gets out to the public 
that we’re going to increase property 
tax, this is just a tentative [budget],” 
Sargent said to Chief Financial Offi¬ 


cer Nick Clark, who replied that the 
budget “is not set in stone.” 

If property tax assessments come 
in higher than expected in mid- 
August, Clark said, the district may 
not need to include a 4 percent rev¬ 
enue increase. 

But given federal and state cuts for 
education funding and the need to 
maintain local services, board mem¬ 
bers Lee Hahn and Roger McDowell

Suit accuses 
library of 
unlawful 
taking 

Class action could result in 
millions of dollars in tax refunds

The Anderson Public Library is 
accused of “unlawful taking” and 
“complete disregard of the law” in 
a class action suit filed Friday that 
seeks hundreds of thousands — if 
not millions — of dollars in refunds 
to taxpayers. 

The suit, filed by Lawrenceburg 
resident Harold Todd in Anderson 
County Circuit Court on behalf of 
taxpayers, mirrors three suits filed 
against libraries in Kenton, Camp¬ 
bell and Boone counties. 

Circuit judges in Kenton and 
Campbell have already issued sum¬ 
mary judgments in favor of taxpay¬ 
ers, but appeals to those rulings are 
expected. 

The suit filed here contends that 
the library’s board of trustees has 
relied on House Bill 44 to set its tax 
rates instead of KRS 173.790, a stat¬ 
ute that specifically governs how 
libraries formed by petition before 
1984 are supposed to set tax rates. 

The library here was formed by 
petition in 1967 and approved by 
the Anderson County Fiscal Court, 
which issued an initial tax rate of 25 
cents per $1,000 of assessed value. 

The library’s current tax rate is 
86 cents per $1,000, which last year 
generated approximately $750,000 
in revenue for the library. A rate 
of 25 cents would generate about 
$218,000, meaning taxpayers would 
be owed a refund of about $530,000, 
according to the lawsuit. 

Todd said Monday that his goal 
in filing the lawsuit is simply to 
force library officials to obey the 
law and return the tax rate to its 
original 25 cents. 

“Our hope at this point is to have 
them roll the rates back,” Todd said. 
“This is something that needed to be 
done, and that’s why I did it.” 

KRS 173.790 requires library 
taxing districts to change tax rates 
only after securing the signatures 
of at least 51 percent of the number 
of people who voted in the previ¬ 
ous election. That petition would

A trash and feces-filled home police 
said just 10 days ago was one of the worst 
they’d ever seen is now clean as a whistle 
and ready to be lived in.

Jimmy Lamb, always 
and for the past 27 years, 
loves the crowd. 

After 29 concussions, 
a cracked tailbone, 
blown knees and three 
torn ACLs, Lamb toyed 
with retirement. 

Maybe getting out of 
the ring to focus more 
on his hobby of sewing 
and designing wrestling 
pants, masks and other 
gear (he made his own 
wrestling pants himself.) 

The fans won’t allow 
him to leave the ring 
for good, Lamb said as 
he stopped to talk with 
a few of them before 
his wrestling bout with 
Majors. 

“I do it because of 
all of this,” Lamb said, 
pointing to the con¬ 
gregation of wrestling 
fans seated in faded 
couches, armchairs and 
what appear to be a few 
church pews as they 
waited for bell time. 

Lawrenceburg Wild¬ 
cat Championship Wres¬ 
tling fan Kendall Rob¬ 
inson, 7, is one of those 
loyal fans. 

His sister Kelsie, who 
favors wrestler Alex 
Angel, is celebrating her 
17th birthday early in 
ringside seats reserved 
for the occasion. 

Just as Kelsie did 
the year before for her 
sweet 16, her mother 
Jackie Robinson said. 

Before recently mov¬ 
ing to Somerset, the 
Family Robinson rarely 
missed a Saturday night 
of Lawrenceburg ama¬ 
teur wrestling. 

After two years, the 
wrestlers became a sec¬ 
ond family, Jackie said. 

A “brotherhood” of 
men (and a few women) 
who shift loyalties from 
good to bad and then 
back again, switching 
sides from week to week 
or even match to match. 

Everybody watches 
amateur wrestling for 
something different, 
Jackie said, the fighting 
or the storytelling. 

She watches her chil¬ 
dren. 

She looks for their 
reactions as the night’s 
drama unfolds inside 
the ring. 

“Just watch the 
crowd, they’ll give you 
your clues,” Jackie said. 
“The fans are almost as 
much fun to watch as 
the wrestlers.” 

A tale of'heels'and 'faces' 

An hour before 
the doors open before 
another Saturday night 
of betrayal and redemp¬ 
tion, Black Rain sits 
down to talk. 

Wildcat Champion¬ 
ship Wrestling is not in 
the realm of the major 
leagues of the sport, 
Black Rain said. 

WCCW is more of a 
starting point for ama¬ 
teur wrestlers, about 
eight to 10 of which 
currently call Anderson 
County home, he said. 

“A lot of guys have to 
start somewhere,” Black 
Rain, who started at 16, 
said. 

Black Rain’s real 
name is Jeff Waldridge, 
a Lawrenceburg man 
who has been wrestling 
for the last 16 years. 

He’s adopted the vis¬ 
age of Black Rain — a 
black masked, dark 
hooded villain often led 
to the ring by a chain —

for more than a decade. 

Jeff Waldridge seems 
like a nice guy. 

Black Rain is not a 
nice guy 

“He’s evil, he’s the 
definition of evil,” 
Waldridge said. “Any¬ 
thing that I can do to 
be evil, that’s what I do. 
The ultimate villain.” 

Villains are more 
commonly known as 
“heels” in the amateur 
wrestling world; the 
“good” guys known as 
“faces.” 

Heels are anti-heroes 
wrestling fans love to 
hate and heckle. 

When heels emerge 
for their ritual strut¬ 
ting parade in front of 
the crowd before every 
match, a few specta¬ 
tors move to the rope to 
scream insults. 

Music like Jimmy 
Lamb’s “Bodies” by 
Drowning Pool excites 
the crowd; up-to-bat 
anthems for villains 
result in boos and 
shouts. 

Wrestlers and fans 
pummel each other 
with words, but even 
the most offensive 
replies don’t result in 
physical blows. 

Often. 

A few security 
guards, dressed in 
matching blue T-shirts, 
stick close to a heel as a 
human barrier between 
the wrestler and the fan. 

Jackie said she’s seen 
fans call out particular¬ 
ly villainous wrestlers 
to meet them in the 
parking lot at the end of 
the night for their own 
street battle. 

Some wrestlers like 
Legendary Larry D, 

“a consummate heel” 
Jackie said, can make 
anybody mad. 

Make them angry 
enough to forget for a 
minute that Larry D 
probably didn’t sleep 
with your mother, 
though he says he did. 

“It’s very hard for 
some of the fans to 
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separate the wrestling 
character from the real 
person,” Jackie said. 

Many wrestlers want 
to keep it that way 

Amateur wrestling 
is extremely physical — 
Waldridge said his past 
injuries range from lac¬ 
erations to snapped ribs 
to broken fingers — but 
it’s entertainment, too. 

Though Waldridge 
hesitates before using 
the word “entertain¬ 
ment” to describe the 13 
years he’s spent being 
Black Rain. 

“Entertainment” 
implies amateur wres¬ 
tling is fake, he said, a 
common criticism. 

Wrestlers can get 
seriously injured if they 
don’t learn proper holds 
and training techniques, 
Waldridge, who trains 
newer wrestlers at 
WCCW before Saturday 
night matches, said. 

“I would challenge 
anyone to put three 
minutes in the ring, run¬ 
ning the ropes,” “Gen¬ 
eral Manager Scott Dia¬ 
mond,” a popular master 
of ceremonies for the 
facility, said. 

As real as the bruises 
may be, amateur wres¬ 
tlers fiercely guard their 
created characters. 

“I take this very seri¬ 
ously,” a Lawrenceburg 
wrestler who would 
only be named by his 
billing identity, TJ Light¬ 
ning, said. 

“The way I was 
trained, the way I was 
brought into the busi¬ 
ness, you are the char¬ 
acter.” 

TJ Lightning, a 5-feet, 
9-inch wrestler at 159 
pounds, used to be a 


member of a bad boy 
tag team duo with fel¬ 
low heel A.T.M. 

Now he’s a “face,” a 
“good” wrestler being 
considered for the posi¬ 
tion of “general man¬ 
ager” of Wildcat Cham¬ 
pionship Wrestling. 

TJ said being a “good 
guy” wrestler in Law¬ 
renceburg has been the 
highlight of his 15-year 
wrestling career. 

And amateur wres¬ 
tling is a career for TJ 
Lightning, he said; it’s 
his full-time job. 


When he was por¬ 
traying a heel, being 
a bad guy was part of 
what it meant to pro¬ 
vide the full entertain¬ 
ment experience for 
wrestling fans. 

They pay him, he 
said, so he does what the 
fans expect of a heel. 

Even when “TJ Light¬ 
ning” gets recognized on 
vacation. 

“If I’m seen out in this 
town, when I was a bad 
guy, I had to be the bad 
guy,” TJ Lightning, who 
transitioned into a good 


guy about a month ago, 
said. 

“Instantly, I’m in 
character,” he contin¬ 
ued. “It’s difficult to 
explain.” 

Staying in charac¬ 
ter is complicated for 
Waldridge as well, who 
tends to keep a low pub¬ 
lic profile when wres¬ 
tling as Black Rain. 

Waldridge, though 
open to talking about 
mentoring other wres¬ 
tlers and the sport itself,

tiers and the sport itself, did 
not want to comment on how 
involved he is in the day-to- 
day operations of WCCW in 
order to protect the Black 
Rain character, he said. 

Waldridge compares pro¬ 
tecting personal identities of 
wrestlers to the magician’s 
trade. 

“They just want to get 
away from life and believe 
it’s real,” Waldridge said of 
fans’ willingness to believe 
a Gothic-type wrestler like 
Black Rain exists. “You know 
that the guy’s not really cut¬ 
ting a woman in half, but 
they want to believe he’s real¬ 
ly cutting a woman in half.” 

As a fan and a friend, Jack¬ 
ie Robinson doesn’t care if she 
knows the wrestlers’ names, 
who they really are or what 
they do when they leave to go 
home. 

That’s not why she watch¬ 
es. 

That’s not why she’s there. 

“I’ve been around long 
enough now that I do know a 
lot of them personally, but I 
don’t care,” Jackie said. 

‘“I have three children, two 
of them are teenage girls,” 
she said. “I guarantee you I’m 
one of the few parents who 
know where their teenage 
girls are on Saturday and 
that’s because they’re with 
me. They’re here doing what 
they enjoy.” 

Darryl Kelly, known in the 
ring as the wrestling manager 
King Hustle, treasures the 
memories he’s made with 
wrestler “Chris Majors.” 

Chris Majors also happens 
to be Kelly’s son. 

Amateur wrestling is noth¬ 
ing new to Kelly; he’s been a 
fan for the past 40 years. 

“It’s like a young kid 
watching NASCAR on Sun¬ 
days, dreaming of doing 
that,” Kelly, a Lawrenceburg 
resident, said. “It gets in your 
blood.” 

Kelly moved from specta¬ 
tor to referee to heel about 
three years ago as a result of 
his son’s involvement with 
WCCW. 

King Hustle’s Court is a

three-person confidence unit: 
Kelly, his son and “heel” Leg¬ 
endary Larry D. 

The three are usually 
booked together for shows, or 


not at all, Kelly said. 

“The biggest thing I get 
out of this is just the building 
of a relationship with my son 
and building memories with 


him,” Kelly, who is also a pro 
moter at a wrestling facility 
in Mackville, said. 

As well as spending time 
with his son, Kelly said he’s

Do mom and dad 
or government 
know what's best? 


A philosophical debate is shaping up as class action lawsuits 
against public libraries continue to spread across Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The overarching question is fairly simple, and goes something 
like this: Should taxpayers, with an assist from fiscal courts, 
have the power to control library tax rates, or should that be left 
to those smart enough to actually understand how important 
libraries actually are? 

Supporters of the latter are deeply entrenched in their belief 
that libraries are too vital to be left to the nearly illiterate 
whims of taxpayers and vote-grubbing fiscal court magistrates. 
Left to their own devices, supporters say taxpayers and magis¬ 
trates will allow libraries to deteriorate or collapse altogether, 
depriving the public of what it, and those they elect, are too stu¬ 
pid to realize is needed. 

Despite the fact that most people spend nearly a decade and 
a half in the public school system, supporters will contend that 
moderately funded libraries will cause a spike in illiteracy rates 
— apparently because they will no longer have 
access to, ahem, “free” books. 

Preschool children, they say, will be in jeopardy 
because reading programs will likely be cut — 
never mind the endless taxpayer-funded preschool 
programs that require ever-expanding school 
buildings. 

They contend that unless libraries are funded 
the way THEY say they should be funded, an 
already ignorant electorate will become even more 
ignorant — an apparent byproduct of not having 
unfettered and free access to the latest R-rated 
movies on DVD. 

Only those appointed to lead libraries under¬ 
stand their importance, and taxpayers should sim¬ 
ply shell out and shut up. 
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Those suing the libraries for not 
obeying the statutes that govern how 
tax rates are supposed to be set (see 
Al) have a remarkably different take, 
as do many of their supporters. 

They believe that taxpayers have 
the right to dictate how their money 
is spent. 

They believe that only those duly 
elected and with statutory authority 
should be able to approve budgets 
and set tax rates. 

They also believe that if those 
elected to manage their money don’t 
perform to expectation, they should 
and will be unceremoniously tossed 
out on their butts. 

They understand that not pay¬ 
ing their property taxes has serious, 
permanent consequences. They know 
that failing to do so could allow a lien 
to be placed on their homes — liens 
with interest rates that would make Visa and MasterCard blush 
with shame. 

They know that if they don’t pay their property taxes, their 
homes will be seized by the government — at the point of a 
police officer’s gun, if necessary. 

They know that people have not only the right to conduct 
their own lives, they also have the responsibility to do so in a 
way that gives them the best chance to succeed, and if they fail, 
they, not everyone else, should bear the burden of that failure. 

Because they know all of that and more, they believe they 
darned well deserve the right to have a say in how much of 
their paychecks should be taken from them, along with how 
and where that money is spent. 

There is virtually no middle ground between these two philo¬ 
sophical belief systems, which expand well beyond arguments 
over library funding and have infected the very fabric of our 
nation. 

One need look no further than efforts to limit the size of soda 
pops people can purchase or how many bullets they can put 
in their guns to understand just how divided these two camps 
really are. 

The question over library taxes will likely rage for another 
year as the lawsuits snail-crawl their way through various cir¬ 
cuit courts, courts of appeal and ultimately the state’s supreme 
court. 

For a state that prides itself on gritty self-reliance and shuns 
hyper-liberal politicians (outside of Lexington and Louisville, 
that is) that decision will go a long way toward setting the 
future’s tone. 

Are we going to follow the rest of the nation into becoming a 
nanny state where government knows best? Or are we going to 
remain a state where father (and mother) knows best? 

We’ll see.

Today I’d like to mention something a 
little more interesting and maybe a little 
strange, but possible. What would happen 
if a tornado hit the industrial park? 

Most of us have driven through Law- 
renceburg’s industrial area and we’ve 
seen the mountain of glass stored by the 
Dlubak Glass Company. I’ll admit that it 
is a pretty awesome sight, especially on 
a sunny day because the crushed glass 
sparkles in the sunlight and the entire 
mountain looks like a disco ball. 

Recent events at the location have 
shown us that there is some danger in 
this area, however. I was amazed that 
local fire personnel were able to get the 
glass extinguished as quickly as they did. 
That mountain of glass could potentially 
become a fire that would take days to 
extinguish. 

Here is another thought that I’ve had 
from time to time though: What if an 
extremely severe storm plowed through 
the area? Anderson County has been for¬ 
tunate. We’ve only had a handful of docu¬ 
mented tornadoes in the past 100 years, 
the worst of which went right through 
the city during the middle of the 20th 
century. Our time is coming though. It’s 
just a matter of time before a Henry ville, 
Ind., or West Liberty or Joplin, Mo., type 
of tornado plows into 
Lawrenceburg. Can 
you imagine what 
that mountain of 
glass in our industrial 
area of town would 
become when con¬ 
sumed by a tornado 
of EF-3 strength? It 
would literally be 
like a bomb went off. 

As if the vio¬ 
lent wind isn’t bad 
enough, now you’ve 
got a tornado full of 
glass shards and shrapnel. The surround¬ 
ing residential areas could potentially be 
blasted by a fury of glass which would 
increase the destructive power of the 
storm immensely even outside of the path 
of the twister. It may sound a little like 
science -fiction but I think it’s a real pos¬ 
sibility. Research has shown us that many 
times the debris scattered by tornadoes 
becomes the deadly aspect of the storm. 

Even without a tornado, a storm 
with powerful straight line winds, a 
microburst, or perhaps a squall line that 
we call a Derecho could blow the glass 
forward hundreds of yards. Fortunately 
there are no heavily populated residential 
areas to the northeast, east, or southeast of 
the Dlubak plant so the most likely result 
from this type of storm would be that 
glass would cover rural areas. However, 
there is still some threat. 

I think that in addition to the fire con¬ 
cerns and environmental concerns from 
storm water runoff, we should also be 
thinking about the effect a mountain of 
glass would potentially have on nearby 
residences in the event of a very severe 
storm striking the area. Just something to 
think about.

Recycling center to move forward 

To the editor: 

fter many months of waiting, 
Anderson County’s new recycling 
program will be launching soon. 

Last spring, the county received grant 
money from the state to help improve its 
recycling program. With this money, the 
county purchased a skid steer loader, a 
cardboard baler and seven collection trail¬ 
ers. 

To support the program, the city pur¬ 
chased two additional trailers, making the 
total nine. 

The county has also recently started 
construction of a new building at the 
Anderson County Recycle Center on US 
62, a few miles east of Lawrenceburg. 

The county hopes to complete the new 
building sometime in May. 

If construction stays on schedule, the 
county will be able to launch its new pro¬ 
gram in June. 

For the new program, a collection trail¬ 
er for recycleable materials will be set at 
each of the county’s schools. 

One trailer will serve Emma B. Ward, 
the board of education office and the new 
preschool. 

Also, Walmart has agreed to let the 
county set a larger trailer in its parking 
lot, since this is a high traffic area. 

The remaining trailers will be set 
throughout the county. 

Residents will be able to drop off their 
recyclables 24 hours per day, seven days a 
week at any of these trailers. Recyclables 
accepted at the trailer locations will 
include any paper that is not contami¬ 
nated with food; paperboard, like cereal 
boxes; #1 and #2 type plastic, like soda 
bottles, milk jugs, and detergent bottles; 


aluminum cans; tin cans; any glass con¬ 
tainers (no window glass) and cardboard. 

The Anderson County recycling cen¬ 
ter will continue to be open for drop offs 
Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., and Saturdays from 
8 a.m. to noon. 

At the center, residents can also drop 
off other recylables, such as carpet (must 
be dry, cut to 4-foot lenths and rolled), 
vinyl siding, electronics, scrap metal, car 
batteries and used tires (maximum of 10 
per week per customer). 

The center does not accept used oil; but 
most auto parts stores will take used oil at 
no cost.

W e are safe 

from frost, so 
let the plant¬ 
ing begin. 

It is 
warm 
enough for 
tomatoes, 
peppers 
and all sun 
loving veg¬ 
etables. 

The 

strawber¬ 
ries are 
turning 
red, the iris 
are in full 
bloom and this Satur¬ 
day I open the produce 
stand. In my book, 
that’s the beginning of 
summer. 

This is the time of 
year when my to-do 
list is at it’s longest. 

I’m still hardening off 
tomatoes, which means 
carrying trays and pots 
in and out every day, 
watering takes some 
time, pruning branches 
of bushes and trees so 


that I can mow under¬ 
neath, laying down 
mulch, fixing fence, 
mowing and weed eat¬ 
ing and I’m still plant¬ 
ing. 

I’m not complaining, 
I loving it. I love to be 
outside when it’s warm. 

The dogs are doing 
their best to elimi¬ 
nate the excess rabbit 
population for me. I 
have the fake owl up 
and standing guard. 

My insect and critter 
arsenal of baby powder 
and smelly onion and 
garlic spray are at the 
ready. Now, if I can just 
remember to spray my 
body with chamomile 
tea before I go out to 
work, I’d be much hap¬ 
pier. 

I use chamomile tea 
to keep from getting 
bit by mosquitoes and 
chiggers. They love 
me. It’s four bags of 
tea to 2 cups of water. 
Let it cool and put into 
a spray bottle that is 


stored in the refrigera¬ 
tor. The trick is to spray 
yourself before you get 
dressed. 

Hanging baskets are 
now decorating porches 
and the landscape. If 
you have had trouble 
keeping your hanging 
basket blooming well 
through out the sum¬ 
mer, I have a tip or 
two for you. Get a bag 
of worm castings and 
work some into the soil 
of your hanging basket. 
It will keep it from dry¬ 
ing out so fast. 

Anything that is not 
buried in the ground 
will dry out much 
faster than in ground 
plantings. Push up on 
your hanging basket 
and see how light it 
feels. If it pushes up 
easily, you need to 
water. If it takes a little 
muscle, you’re good. 
Don’t let your hanging 
baskets dry out because 
hundreds of roots will 
die. You should also 


use some type of liquid 
fertilizer every other 
week. 

Remember that the 
second two numbers 
on a bottle or bag of 
fertilizer are the ones 
that help with roots 
and blooms. The first 
number gives you 
green growth. Please 
do not just pour on or 
shovel on the fertilizer 
with no thought to the 
amount. It’s a waste of 
money and it may very 
well reduce your har¬ 
vests. A little is good, a 
lot is not. 

Squash growers 
please grab your alu¬ 
minum foil now and 
wrap the stems of your 
plants. Squash vine bor¬ 
ers like the beginning 
of the season to burrow 
into the tender stem 
of your plant and suck 
it dry. One day your 
squash plant is beauti¬ 
ful and the next it’s 
wilted and dying. Don’t 
let it happen to you. 


I have been getting 
more and more people 
ask me about raised 
beds and I tell everyone 
that they are the way 
to grow.

Just 
remember to not use 
any treated wood to 
make the frame. Cedar 
is tops, but pine or old 
barn wood will do. 
Anything in the wood 
will leach out into the 
soil and get sucked 
up by the roots of the 
plants. 


Now, get going out¬ 
side and start marking 
off that To-Do list of 
yours. Remember how 
much you enjoyed eat¬ 
ing garden goodies in 
the middle of winter? 
That should motivate 
you. Pm off to protect 
my strawberries. The 
dogs have suddenly 
decided to harvest on 
their own this year. 
Happy Growing.

For both fans and 
wrestlers, these stories 
are ones they grew up 
with as children, not 
unlike other myths 
and fables of heroes 
and villains. 

These childhood 
stories, however, often 
involve bruises. 

Sometimes broken 
ribs, fingers and arms. 


“It stems — and it 
sounds so hokey and 
corny — it’s a child¬ 
hood dream,” wrestler 
“TJ Lightning” told me 
when I asked why he 
wanted to start ama¬ 
teur wrestling in the 
first place. 

For many wrestlers, 
their devotion comes 
from a deep-seeded 
love for everything the 
sport entails, including 
the tradition of pre¬ 
serving its story. 

A Lawrenceburg 
wrestler I interviewed 
for the story on Al, 

Jeff Waldridge, offered 
several examples to 
describe how wrestlers 
protect their personal 
identities, to uphold 
the mystery of who 
they really are. 

Wrestlers protect 
characters as a magi¬ 
cian would protect that 


trade, he said. 

Fans pay to see 
a show just as they 
would pay to see a 
movie with the same 
goal — to be enter¬ 
tained. 

“When you go see a 
movie, you can’t just go 
to the movie and say 
it’s not real, there’s not 
really superheroes,” 
Waldridge said. 

One spectator 
described amateur 
wrestling as a modern 
vaudeville show. 

If the crowd can 
suspend their disbelief 
of what’s real life for 
wrestlers outside of the 


ring — work, family, 
hunger, thirst — for 10 
minutes, he said, then 
amateur wrestling has 
done its job. 

Those fans who 
attend amateur wres¬ 
tling on a regular basis 
may prefer to appreci¬ 
ate the athleticism of 
the wrestlers as they 
grapple in the ring 
and smash each other 
against the ropes. 

I prefer to watch the 
crowd, a tip given to 
me from wrestling fan 
Jackie Robinson. 

The crowd is anoth¬ 
er animal entirely, one 
that can easily believe 


TJ Lightning is no 
longer someone they 
should love to hate, 
but a wrestler they can 
now love to love. 

Wrestlers, especially 
those who play vil¬ 
lainous “heels,” expect 
nothing less than the 
personal jeers, the vol¬ 
leys of insults sprayed 
across the flimsy rope 
barrier that separates 
them from the crowd. 

The wrestlers serve 
its audience, feed its 
appetite and every¬ 
thing that comes with 
it, including the boos 
and the taunts. 

“More than likely, 
they’re no different 
than I am,” Darryl 
Kelly, who portrays 
“manager” King Hustle, 
told me in an interview 
last week. 

“On Saturday nights, 
they get to raise hell 


with whoever they 
like. It makes them feel 
better when they get 
home.” 

Becoming an ama¬ 
teur wrestler has never 
been a childhood 
dream of mine. 

I didn’t grow up 
watching wrestling on 
television or attending 
matches ringside. 

I did, however, inex¬ 
plicably find myself 
searching on Facebook 
for the report on last 
Saturday’s match, won¬ 
dering if Brandon Tag¬ 
gart lost his match and 
had to shave his head 
as a punishment. 

The wrestlers are 
great storytellers, fan 
Jackie Robinson told 
me.

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then have to be presented to 
and approved by the fiscal 
court. 

That apparently has never 
been done despite the library 
being formed 46 years ago 
this month. 

Libraries in northern Ken¬ 
tucky have argued that HB 
44, created in 1979, is the con¬ 
trolling authority over their 
tax rates. 

Brandon Voelker, an attor¬ 
ney from Cold Spring who 
has filed all four lawsuits, 
said that’s simply not the 
case. He said KRS 173.790 
existed long before HB 44. 

“The word library never 
once appears in HB 44,” 
Voelker said Monday by 
phone. 

Voelker said KRS 173.90 
was amended by the state 
legislature in 1984 — five 
years after HB 44 was created 
— but the legislature only 
modified it to state that it 
applies to libraries created by 
petition before 1984. 

“If the legislature intended 
to repeal it, why did they 
strike some parts and not the 
entire law?” he said. 

Circuit judges in Campbell 
and Kenton counties agreed 
when issuing their rulings 
earlier this year and forced 


libraries in those communi¬ 
ties to revert back to their 
original tax rates. 

In her lengthy ruling, Ken¬ 
ton Circuit Court Judge Patri¬ 
cia M. Summe wrote that the 
legislature “did not intend 
for public libraries organized 
under these statutes to use 
the compensating tax rate 
but to use the specific proce¬ 
dures provided for in Chapter 
173. 

“... summary judgment is 
granted to the extend that 
any increase or decrease in 
the special ad valorem tax 
rate for the Kenton County 
Public Library which was 
not made pursuant to KRS 
173.790 is hereby declared 
invalid.” 

There is no specific request 
for how many years’ worth 
of refunds the lawsuit seeks. 
Voelker said the minimum 
number of years required 
under law is two. The maxi¬ 
mum, he said, is five. 

Here, two years would 
equal just over $1 million in 
refunds that would have to 
be returned to all property 
owners who paid the tax. 

Five years could be closer 
to $2.5 million. 

How that money would 
be redistributed remains in 
question.

School board to consider options 
for school nurses 

The board of education is expected to review its con¬ 
tract with the Anderson County Health Department 
regarding school nurses during the first week of 
June, according to Superintendent Sheila Mitchell. 

During a work session on the board's tentative 2013- 
14 budget, school board member Lee Hahn inguired 
about the status of the school nurse contract with 
the Anderson County Health Department. 

Chief Financial Officer Nick Clark said he added about 
$30,000 to $40,000 to the school nurse contract 
expense in anticipation of an increase, but had not 
received a final cost as of the May 20 work session. 

Mitchell said last year the school board had asked her 
staff to explore other options for school nurses for 
the district, and that there were three options for 
the board to consider when it meets to discuss the 
issue. 

Mitchell said the board should be discussing the 
school nurse contract either in a special-called 
meeting or at the board's next regularly scheduled 
meeting at the end of June. 

35 laptops for middle school 

The school board approved the purchase of 35 new 
laptop work stations for middle school students for a 
total cost of $28,875. 

The computers, at a state contract price of $825 each, 
will be paid with $18,000 in Anderson County 
Middle School carryover funds and $10,075 from the 
middle school's general fund.

agreed the school board 
may soon be faced with 
only two options: cut 
school services or raise 
taxes. 

“All the federal and 
the state governments 
are doing are pushing 
the pain down to us,” 
McDowell said during 
a budget work session 
Monday night. “They 
say they’re not cutting, 
but in fact they are. It’s 
up to us to find some 
way to cut services or 
raise taxes.” 

“That’s about the 
only two options we 
got,” Hahn said. “What 
else do you do?” 

Hahn commended 
Superintendent Mitchell 
and her staff for main¬ 
taining the current bud¬ 
get at the rate of $5.52 
per $1,000 assessed value 
over the last several 
years. 

“It’s tough, and we’re 
gonna get criticism, 
but we’ve got to iron 
this thing out to where 
we can function in the 
school district and get 
the best possible educa¬ 
tion for the kids with 
what we’ve got to work 
with,” Hahn said. 

The 2013-14 budget, 
including $5,267 million 
in total anticipated prop¬ 
erty tax revenue, would 
increase the district’s 
revenue by 4 percent, an 
estimated 2 percent tax 
rate increase. 

The property tax rate 
for the school district 
has remained flat at 


$5.52 per $1,000 assessed 
property value for the 
past four years. 

At current assessed 
property values, a 10 
cents per $1,000 assessed 
value increase in the 
tax rate equals roughly 
$150,000 in tax rev¬ 
enue. For the budgeted 
$200,000 increase, it 
would mean an increase 
to the tax rate of about 
12 cents. 

If that happens, 
property taxes on a 
home assessed at 100,000 
would go from $552 
a year to $564, a $12 
increase. 

Chief Financial Offi¬ 
cer Nick Clark said total 
enrollment and Average 
Daily Attendance (ADA) 
numbers have not been 
increasing, resulting 
in about $294,000 less 
in Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky 
(SEEK) revenues or $6 
less per student for 2013- 
2014. 

The total amount 
allocated for state 
education funding, at 
$60 million total, has 
remained the same, 
Clark said, but popula¬ 
tion growth across the 
state has resulted in 
SEEK decreases per stu¬ 
dent. 

“The total dollars [$60 
million] they’re allocat¬ 
ing is the same, so tech¬ 
nically they [the state] 
haven’t cut, but the total 
funding per kid has 
decreased,” Clark said. 

If Anderson County’s 
numbers are up by the 
fall, the SEEK funding 
can and will be adjusted, 
he said. 

McDowell said he esti¬ 


mated that the district 
would have to enroll 
about 52 more students 
to make up a $200,000 
decrease in revenue. 

The 2013-14 budget 
also includes $404,765 
more in payroll expens¬ 
es, including a salary 
step increase for teach¬ 
ers and certified staff. 

The budget does not 
include a 1 percent sal¬ 
ary raise for 2013-14, but 
payroll expenses are 
slightly higher than last 
year at 83.11 percent of 
the total budget. 

Payroll expenditures 
also include a 0.5 per¬ 
cent increase in the dis¬ 
trict’s Kentucky Teach¬ 
ers’ Retirement System 
(KTRS) payments, about 
$80,000 more than last 
year, Clark said. 

Two new school buses 
at $175,000 were also 
added to the budget, 
along with $30,000 for 
bus maintenance. 

Total contingency 
for the district will drop 
to 3.34 percent with 
the 4 percent revenue 
increase; contingency 
would be at 2.5 per¬ 
cent without the extra 
$200,00 in tax revenue. 
The state recommends 
a minimum of 2 percent 
contingency, Clark said. 

“They’re going to lose 
that if they keep cut¬ 
ting all these districts,” 
school board member 
Scott Brown said of the 
contingency minimum. 

Clark said he also 
received estimates 
regarding the federal 
government’s seques¬ 
ter cuts, and that cuts 
in federal funding for 
Anderson County were 


lower than previously 
anticipated. 

Instead of $160,000 
expected to be cut from 
Title I, Title II, special 
education, preschool and 
the Perkins program, 
the district will be cut 
about $74,000 in federal 
funding. 

These numbers are 
still subject to change, 


Clark said. 

The tentative fiscal 
year budget is the sec¬ 
ond step of a three-part 
budgeting process for 
the school district, with 
the final budget to be 
approved by the school 
board in September. 

The school district 
typically receives tax 
rate formulas at the end 


of July, with the Board 
of Education setting 
its annual tax rate in 
August. 

“We’ve got a lot of 
thinking to do, looks 
like,” Sargent said at 
the close of the school 
board’s work session.

afternoon. 

“It’s absolutely fine now,” said 
Wright. “It’s amazing what they 
were able to do.” 

Melanie Wiley, whose brother 
works with Hutchens and Mauer, 
said a call went out to the church 
for volunteers and about 30 
showed up over the weekend to 
do whatever they could to help. 

“They were just outstanding,” 
she said. “It couldn’t have been 
done without them pitching in. 

“It was really a miniature 
extreme home makeover.” 

Wiley said there was much 
more to the story than just the 
couple’s filthy home, which 
reportedly had trash piled sev¬ 
eral feet high throughout along 
with cat and human feces in 
numerous areas. 

“There’s so 
much more 
behind the 
story,” Wiley said. 

“There’s a reason it 
got to that point.” 

Wiley said 
Hutchens and 
Mauer are “hor¬ 
ribly embarrassed 
and horribly 
ashamed” of what 
happened, but that 
they are really 
good people. 

“Until you get 
to know them and 
know everything that has hap¬ 
pened in their lives, you really 
can’t understand. They just made 
horrible choices and didn’t know 
how to ask for help.” 


Wiley said they didn’t ask, 
even after their home was discov¬ 
ered by a police officer who said 
he was concerned about the safe¬ 
ty of a 2-year-old child he saw in 
one of the home’s 
windows while on 
patrol last Friday 
morning. 

But help came 
to them, anyway. 

“They’re still 
trying to under¬ 
stand that people 
will help them,” 
Wiley said Monday 
morning. “While 
the house was 
being cleaned, 
Anna just kept 
saying ‘thank you’ 
every couple of minutes and 
couldn’t believe people were 
actually there, helping.” 

Wiley said she has no idea how 
the couple could have lived in 
such conditions. 


“I can’t imagine that,” she said. 
“They just got into such a deep 
dark place they didn’t know the 
way out. They were embarrassed 
and overwhelmed. 

“I didn’t know them until 
Saturday, but they are not bad 
people or lazy people. They just 
got into a place that I can’t imag¬ 
ine.” 

Wiley said the couple’s chil¬ 
dren are staying with relatives 
and that it will take time for 
them to work their way through 
their problems. 

Family services is going to 
stay involved and I would hope 
that they will continue to work 
with them,” she said. “Their co¬ 
workers are going to make charts 
for them ... you have to vacuum 
on Mondays, etc., but they have a 
huge support network.”

Skydiving teddy bears provide courage for sick children

Nothing’s braver 
than a teddy bear. 

A teddy bear that 
jumped from an air¬ 
plane at about 9,500 
feet, that is. 

Lawrenceburg 
resident Troy Woods, 
a statewide record¬ 
holding skydiver and 
jumping instructor at 
the Jumping for Fun 
Parachute Center, has 
jumped from planes for 
charity before. 

Last year Woods 
broke the state record 
(80 jumps in one day) 
while he raised funds 
for a boy battling leu¬ 
kemia. 

On June 1 he will 
strap stuffed teddy 
bears to his chest as 
a fundraiser for Ken¬ 
tucky Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal with the help of his 
daughter, Christina. 

Each bear will be a 
symbol of courage for a 
sick child, Woods, who 
has completed more 
than 600 skydives, said. 

“Anybody can 
donate $20, anybody 
can donate a bear, but 
to take a bear and make 
it a symbol of courage 
and bravery, I think 
that’ll mean more to a 
children going through 
tough times in a hospi¬ 
tal than a normal bear 
or money,” Woods said. 

Woods learned about 
“Canopies for Kids,” a 
Chicago non-profit that 
provides stuffed teddy 
bears for skydivers to 
take along on jumps, 
about a month ago 
through a friend. 

And his daughter, he 
said, wanted to be a big 
part of it. 

Christina, an 11-year- 
old sixth grader at 
Anderson County 
Middle School, is too 
young to skydive with 
her father. 

But she’ll be on the 
ground at Arnold’s Air¬ 
port in Lebanon, orga¬ 
nizing the June 1 event, 
which will feature food 
for purchase, entertain¬ 
ment and special jumps 
involving a 500 square 
foot American flag and 
ankle-strapped smoke 
grenades. 

She’s most look¬ 
ing forward to giving 
the bears to patients, 
“’cause it would make 
the children feel a lot 
better about surgery.” 


The bears, provided 
by the “Canopies for 
Kids” organization, 
come dressed in a “Can¬ 
opies for Kids” T-shirt 
and are packaged in a 
plastic bag for those 
children who may have 
compromised immune 
systems. 

Woods’ goal is to 
skydive with 50 teddy 
bears from Friday to 
Sunday next weekend. 

“I would like to see 
people who wouldn’t 


normally do this to 
come out,” Troy said. 

Those who purchase 
a $20 bear can also 
choose to skydive with 
their stuffed animal 
for an extra jump fee; 
Woods said about 24 
people have already 
signed up to do so. 

But everyone who 
wants to help with 
“Canopies for Kids” 
doesn’t have to skydive, 
he said. 

Those interested 


can “sponsor” a bear, 
the stuffed animal will 
ascend into the sky 
with another skydiver. 

The cost of the bear 
includes the stuffed 
animal, a card to per¬ 
sonalize and $5 to be 
given to Kentucky Chil¬ 


dren’s Hospital. 

Woods said he hopes 
the staff at the para¬ 
chute center will also 
be able to take photos 
of the bears exiting the 
plane for the kids and 
to give photos along 
with the bears. 


Want to help? 

A Canopies for Kids event, hosted 
by Jumping for Fun Parachute 
Center, will be held June 1 at 
noon until dark at Arnold's Air¬ 
port, located at 858 Simstown 
Road in Lebanon. 

Rain date for the event will be 
the following Saturday, June 8. 

Troy Woods, a record-holding 
skydiver and skydiving instruc¬ 
tor, said he hopes to jump 
with at least 50 teddy bears 
to give to children staying 
Kentucky Children's Hospital in 
Lexington. 

In order to schedule enough 
jumps for all the bears, Woods 
said, participants will be sky¬ 
diving starting Friday, May 31 
through Sunday, June 2, start¬ 
ing at daybreak both days. 

The community is invited watch 
Saturday, and there will be 
food available for purchase and 
activities for those not skydiv¬ 
ing, he said. 

Each Canopies for Kids bear costs 
$20, which includes a person¬ 
alized card and a $5 donation 
to be given to Kentucky Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital. 

Jump prices are not included.

Kentucky State Troopers, 
particularly those who die 
in the line of duty, are never 
forgotten. 

Two Lawrenceburg troop¬ 
ers were honored last Wednes¬ 
day in an annual ceremony 
that included several of their 
family members, along with 
representatives from the state 
police, sheriff’s office and 
city police. 

Troopers Harold J. Toll and 
Bobby McCoun were honored 
in separate ceremonies that 
included prayers, scripture 
and song in two local cem¬ 
eteries. 

Toll, 34, was killed in a 
traffic collision in 1948. On 


Wednesday, his daughter, 
Jeanie Toll Cantrell and 
her husband, Vernon, were 
on hand as troopers laid a 
wreath at his gravesite in the 
Sand Spring Baptist Church 
Cemetery. 

“I’m just so grateful they 
haven’t forgotten him,” she 
said following the ceremony. 
“I hope they do this forever.” 

A five-mile section of US 
127 Bypass was named in his 
honor and memory in 2003. 

McCoun, 23, was killed 
while on duty at the Pikeville 
Jail in 1975. 

During the ceremony, a 
wreath was placed at his 
gravesite in Lawrenceburg 
Cemetery. His brother, Gene 
McCoun, and namesake 
Bobby McCoun attended the 


ceremony. 

A five-mile section of US

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Free GED test to be offered at Learning Center

The GED test will 
be offered for free 
in Kentucky starting 
May 15 through July 
31, according to a press 
release. 

Starting Jan. 1, 

2014, the cost of the 
GED test is expected 
to double from $60 
to $120, according to 


Adult Education and 
Literacy Director Jerry 
Shaw. Anyone who 
has started the GED 
process needs to finish 
by Dec. 31, 2013, or stu¬ 
dents will lose all their 
previous test scores. 

The new computer- 
based test, set to be 
instituted in Janu¬ 
ary 2014, will include 


higher degrees of math 
and more short essays, 
according to Shaw. 

“The GED test pro¬ 
vides adults who did 
not finish high school 
with the opportu¬ 
nity to certify their 
attainment of high 
school-level academic 
knowledge and skills,” 
according to a press 


release from the Coun¬ 
cil on Postsecondary 
Education. “Normally, 
the entire GED test 
taken the conventional 
way on paper costs the 
test taker $60; the fee 
for taking the entire 
computer-based GED 
test is $120, a cost set 
by the national GED 
Testing Service. 


“It’s particularly 
important for those 
without a high school 
diploma to pass all five 
parts of the GED test 
this year because the 
GED test will change 
Jan. 1, 2014. In Ken¬ 
tucky, approximately 
16,000 people have

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Ice bust lands 
three behind bars

An “extreme amount” of crystal methamphet¬ 
amine intended for sale in Lawrenceburg never hit 
the streets after three Georgia resi¬ 
dents were stopped for speeding last 
Friday evening. 

Police searched the vehicle and 
discovered nearly 3.5 ounces of the 
potent drug with a street value of 
$15,000, according to Lawrenceburg 
Detective Jeremy Cornish. 

“It was quite a lick,” Cornish said 
Monday afternoon. “It’s the biggest 
bust of my career.” 

Cornish said the drug is commonly 
referred to as “ice” because of its 
appearance. 

“It looks like shards of glass,” he 
said, adding that the suspects told 
him they planned to sell it in Law¬ 
renceburg. “It’s clear... like ice.” 

Cornish said the drug is consider¬ 
ably worse than the methamphet¬ 
amine that has become more com¬ 
mon in Lawrenceburg over the past 
several years. 

“This is high-grade stuff,” he said. 

“It’s like something out of a super lab. 

It’s different that the shake and bake 
stuff here. It’s way more pure and 
way more potent.” 

Asked if he’s seen “ice” in Lawrenceburg before, 
Cornish said, “Lord, no. I’ve heard reports of it 
being here, but this is the first time I’ve made an 
arrest for it.” 

Charged were Monte J. Brown, 51, of 1309 Sand 
Town Road, Marietta, Ga.; Misty D. Brookshire, 

34, of Acworth, Ga.; and Daniel L. Brown, 36, of 
Acworth. 

All three were charged with first-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance. Brookshire was 
also charged with possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance and speeding. 

All three are being held on a $10,000 cash bond. 

Cornish said it didn’t take him long to realize 
that something was wrong when he stopped the 
vehicle. 

“They were real nervous and sweating profuse¬ 
ly,” Cornish said. “They had no luggage, but said 
they were coming from Atlanta. 

“There were acting very suspicious, so I asked if 
they had anything in the vehicle. I was told no, and 
got a verbal OK to search.” 

Cornish said when the driver exited the car, she 
had red eyes and later admitted to having smoked 
the drug. He said he searched her and found five 
grams of the drug in her pocket. 

The rest, he said, was hidden beneath the vehi¬ 
cle. 

Cornish, who as assisted by Lawrenceburg office 
Clay Crouch, said Trooper Trevor Harris arrived 
with a drug dog, which found the substance 
beneath the vehicle. 

All three were charged and transported to the 
Shelby County Detention Center.

L ast week doctor 
Kermit Gosnell 
was found guilty 
in the deaths of three 
infants and 
a female 
patient. 

These 
topped the 
heinous 
charges 
that the 
Philadelphia 
abortionist 
was facing 
in a trial 
that has 
served as a 
wakeup call 
to our society about the 
monstrous methods 
that are being used to 
abort millions of babies 
each year. Despite the 
efforts of many in the 
liberal media to turn a 
blind eye to trial itself, 
a groundswell of cover¬ 
age on social media sites 


such as Facebook and 
Twitter brought the Gos¬ 
nell trial to light. Even 
still, many in the main¬ 
stream media attempted 
to spin the atrocities 
committed by the doc¬ 
tor and his staff into an 
illustration about what 
happens when govern¬ 
ment health insurance 
doesn’t have the tax¬

being inside, or that 
being in the womb of his 
mother somehow makes 
him exempt from the 
promise of “life, liberty, 


and the pursuit of hap¬ 
piness” than if he were 
in the arms of that same 
mother. 

The fact that many 
abortion advocates have 
changed their focus 
from the legal right to 
abort a child to empha¬ 
sizing the need for wom¬ 
en’s health and “repro¬ 
ductive freedom” shows 
that the abortion indus¬ 
try is an ugly, smelly pig 
that, no matter much 
you try to clean it up, is 
still an ugly, smelly pig. 

Abortion is America’s 
holocaust. Since Roe v. 
Wade there have been 
over 54 million children 
sent into eternity with¬ 
out the opportunity to 
experience life. We can 
only image how many 
of those were actually 
born with a chance of 
survival, only to have 
their life snuffed out 


as thoughtlessly as one 
swats an insect. The altar 
of convenience is replete 
with the blood of the 
innocent. 

In Psalm 94 the 
psalmist asks the rhe¬ 
torical question, “Can 
wicked rulers be allied 
with you, those who 
frame injustice by stat¬ 
ute? They band together 
against the life of the 
righteous and condemn

(vv.20-21). The answer is 
obvious; no they cannot. 
Legality does not denote 
morality. 

It needs to be said that 
there is grace for those 
who have either per¬ 
formed abortions or had 
one. Christ died for abor¬ 


tion providers and those 
who underwent the pro¬ 
cedure, but the sin must 
be recognized before it 
can be repented of. God 
is judging our nation and 
only those who are cov¬ 
ered by the righteous¬ 
ness of Christ will escape 
His holy wrath. The 
blood of the innocents 
will be purged from our 
world; only the blood of 
the innocent Son of God 
will save us.

Calvinistic Theology (Part 1) 

Calvinism as a working system found its 
development under the influence of John Calvin 
(1509-1564). He became the founder of the 
theological system known as “Calvinism.” 

Calvinism is most common. It is commonly 
associated with Presbyterianism, but many other 
denominations accept errors of Calvin’s teachings. 

Calvin was able to influence many thinkers of his 
day and many accepted his error. Although they 
may claim no connection with John Calvin, there 
are many today who still hold to many of the same 
errors Calvin made in his interpretation of the 
Scriptures. 

The Calvinistic system has been defined into five 
points by use of an acrostic of the word “TULIP.” 

T - Total inability 
U - Unconditional Election 
L - Limited Atonement 
I - Irresistible Grace 
P - Perseverance of the Saints. 

All five points of this doctrine stand or fall together. 
In the next few weeks we will be looking at all five 
of these teachings.

Track coach 
redefinin 
success 

S uccess is often a matter of 
perspective. 

Such is the case with 
the track program at Anderson 
County High School. When the 
points were tallied at the state 
Class 3A meet 
Saturday, the girls 
team had been 
shut out and the 
boys’ team had 
finished 22 n ^ with 
only eight points. 

At the perennial 
powers such as this 
year’s state champ 
North Hardin or 
last year’s boys’ 
titlist, Bryan Sta¬ 
tion, such a finish 
would be cause for 
alarm. At Anderson, it’s a reason 
for a near celebration. It was the 
best Anderson team showing in 
four years and when Tyson Yett 
placed fourth in the high jump, 
it was the best individual per¬ 
formance by an Anderson ath¬ 
lete at the state since B.J. Robin¬ 
son was pole vault runner-up, 
also in 2009. 

Needless to say, Anderson 
head coach Robert Meacham 
was one happy man when I con¬ 
tacted him Saturday night. 

Meacham, who also serves in 
the National Guard, was unable 
to get leave for the state meet, 
but he had been following yours 
truly on Twitter and had been 
in contact with his assistant 
coaches, Jason Dickerson and 
Stephanie Moninger, through¬ 
out the day. 

I e-mailed him Satur¬ 
day night asking for “some 
thoughts.” He sent a 660-word 
reply so infused with enthu¬ 
siasm that the letters almost 
jumped from my computer 
screen. 

“I am so proud of how my 
kids represented themselves, 
their teammates, and Anderson 
County High School! Wow. I 
missed a great day of personal 
records and school records didn’t 
I,” Meacham wrote. 

Always a bit of a loquacious 
sort in the first place, Meacham 
could not hide his excitement. 
He used 12 exclamation points 
at various places in his reply. 
Maybe Anderson’s reputation 
for developing quality jumpers 
in recent years is not carrying 
over to e-mails and text mes¬ 
sages. Who knows? 

When it comes down to it, 
however, that kind of enthusi¬ 
asm really has turned Anderson 
into a respectable program 
competing at the state’s highest 
level. It has become such even 
though a sub-standard home 
facility limits some practices 
and has prevented the Bearcats 
from hosting a meet in over 10 
years. 

Saturday, eight Anderson ath¬ 
letes were running or jumping 
at the University of Louisville 
track. 

Almost a decade ago, that 
could have been nearly the 
entire team. It was an alarm¬ 
ing downturn from the days of 
being a Class 2A power under 
Hall of Fame coach Randy Crist. 

“I remember those days,” 
Moninger says of having per¬ 
haps a dozen come out for track. 
“That was before Travis Gay 
and Robert Meacham.” 

Gay, who is now head football 
coach at Adair County High 
School, took over the program 
not long after being hired as one 
of Mark Peach’s first assistant 
football coaches at Anderson.

Eight not enough 
for Bearcats 

Team seeks more points, qualifiers in future

LOUISVILLE - Sunday’s 
papers had no headlines 
about Anderson County’s 
performance in the Class 3A 
state track meet Saturday. 

Few outside Lawrence¬ 
burg would see much news 
worthiness in a girls’ team 
being shut out in the point 
standings and a boys’ team 
finish with eight points in 
the event, held at the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville. 

But around the Anderson 
camp? Things were much 
different. While no Bearcat 
performer was close to a 
state title, junior Tyson Yett 
medaled in two events, the 
best individual performance 
by an Anderson performer 
in recent memory. 

And even though the 
boys’ eight points were only 
good enough for 22 nd place, 
it was the best finish for 
Anderson since the boys tal¬ 
lied 15.5 points in 2009. 

North Hardin swept 
the boys’ and girls’ titles, 
the first Class 3A school to 
sweep the titles since Bryan 


Station in 1982. 

For Anderson, however, 
the goal was much more 
modest: Just improve and 
get a feel for what the state 
meet is like. 

Mission accomplished. 

Competing in seven dif¬ 
ferent events, Anderson saw 
four personal bests equaled 
or beaten. The boys’ 4x200- 
meter relay team, which 
only made the state finals 
by a whisker, turned in the 
event’s best time in school 
history. 

Of the eight Bearcats 
competing Saturday, only 
one, Ryan McGregor of that 
relay team, graduates. The 
other seven vowed to be 
back next year and to be 
better. 

“This is definitely one 
of the better showings we 
have had,” said Anderson 
assistant coach Jason Dick¬ 
erson, who was running the 
team along with assistant 
coach Stephanie Moninger 
on Saturday. Head coach 
Robert Meacham was ful¬ 
filling a commitment to the

Anderson takes three-game win string to district tourney

The sting of a trying season might 
last a while for Anderson County 
baseball but the Bearcats showed 
over the final week of the season 
they still had some punch left. 

The Bearcats upset defending 
state champion Woodford County 
Saturday at Chandler Field in Ver¬ 
sailles. Senior Zach Mason got the 
win with perhaps the strongest 
pitching performance of his career. 
Mason threw five innings, giving up 
four hits and three walks while sur¬ 
rendering only one earne run. 

Woodford was ranked eighth in 
the state in the final regular-season 
poll. 

“I was very proud of Zach for the 
way he pitched and competed in this 
game,” said Anderson assistant coach 
Chris Copenhaver, who ran the team 
in head coach L.W. Barnes’ absence.

“He has worked very hard this year 
and throughout his career and he 
deserved this big time win for us.” 

Junior lefty Brandon Eliadis 
pitched two scoreless innings for the 
save. 

“Defensively, I thought it could 
have been the best game we played 
all year. We had one error in the first 
inning that led to an unearned run 
but after that we played very solid,” 
Copenhaver said. “I thought our 
outfielders did a great job tracking 
down some well-hit balls and Max 
Crabtree saved us more than once 
with some nice scoops at first base.” 

Lucas Durr led the Bearcat attack 
with a single and a double, while 
Granville Hayes also smacked a big 
double, according to Copenhaver. 

“Offensively, we didn’t do any¬ 
thing special but we did enough. We 
had four or five sacrifice bunts that 
we got down that led to our runs 
and put us in position to score some 
other runs,” Copenhaver said. “The 
big thing was our bunting. We also 
had a hit or two from our bunts.” 

Copenhaver said the Bearcats 
showed strong discipline at the plate 
against a “pretty good pitcher.” 

“Overall, it was just a real good 
performance for the boys to cap off

National Guard. 

Yett was a bit of a surprise in that 
he finished fourth in the high jump 
equaling his best-ever jump of 6-feet- 
2-inches, but was sixth in the triple 
jump, considered his top event. Yett 
exploded to a 43-09, another best-ever, 
but was more than two feet behind 
the winner, Corey Williams of Bryan 
Station, who recorded a 46-00.5. 

“I wish I could have done better, 
but I was pretty pleased with the 
overall results,” said Yett. 

Dickerson noted, however, the dif¬ 
ference between sixth and third place 
was a mere two inches. Eric Avant of 
John Hardin and Emery Thompson of 
Dunbar both jumpe 43-10.5 and Rob¬ 
bie Lofton of Bowling Green came in 
third at 43-11. 

“I am thrilled with Tyson’s perfor¬ 
mance,” Meacham said in an e-mail. “I 
mean 43-9 is a stellar jump.... Sixth in 
triple jump with a new school record, 
breaking a record that was set in 1994 
by Rob Bradshaw at the state meet, 
and to perform at the highest level 
on a stage that can be a little nerve 
racking the first time shows that he 
has the confidence to continue to 
improve and will be challenging for 
multiple regional and state champi¬ 
onships next year.” 

No other Anderson competitor fin¬ 
ished higher than Ross Cox’s 10 th place 
finish with a 5-10 in the high jump. 

Jocari Beattie of Eastern took the 
high jump at 6-08. 

There were plenty of smiles 
around the 4x200-relay team, how¬ 
ever, despite finishing only 21 st out 
of 24 teams in the event. The team 
turned in a 1:35.08, barely setting a 
school record. 

It was also McGregor’s final event 
running track and field. 

“It feels pretty awesome to get 
another week after the region, to get 
an extra week to prepare and to run 
at the University of Louisville to set 
the school record,” McGregor said. 

After a sixth-place finish in the 
regional, the relay team thought its 
season was over, but when the next 
10 best times were compiled across 
the state, four came from Region 6, 
including Anderson. 

McGregor said, “Coach Meacham 
called on Saturday and said, ‘How do 
you feel about training in the 4x2 
next week for the state. I couldn’t 
believe it.” 

“Ryan McGregor has been the 
hardest working kid I’ve coached on 
the track since I have been at Ander¬ 
son County,” Meacham said. “He had 
struggled through nagging injuries 
but today he was rewarded for his 
hard work by running the final race 
of his high school career at State (his 
first qualification).” 

Moninger’s 51.49 in the 400-meter 
dash was more than a half-second 
faster than his previous best and his 
13 th place finish was six higher than 
his placing in the performance list. 

“I feel like I did pretty good,” Mon- 
inger said. “I got my best time.” 

Pole vaulter Paul Leskiv, perhaps 
a surprise state qualifier, went out 
at 10-06, tied with four other vault- 
ers for 13 th place. “Paul Leskiv, is an 
anomaly,” Meacham said. “You don’t 
have kids that walk up to the pole 
vault three weeks after we’ve started 
outdoor practice and say, I think I 
could 

do that and in eight weeks compete 
in the state championship and match 
his personal record of 10-6.” 

Buser had hoped for a Top 10 fin¬ 
ish but might have been hemmed in 
at the outset in the large number of 
runners in the 1600-meter run. Still 
she finished 14 th . “I didn’t run my 
best race, but it was good. I am pretty 
proud of myself that I did as well as I 
did as a seventh-grader,” Buser said. 

Buser, ranked among the best 
middle school runners in the nation, 
has designs on a state title before her 
career is over. 

“Nobody is going to look at Ander¬ 
son County with our end result,” 
Dickerson said. “For us, it is a matter 
of just getting better all the time. 

“We are heading in the right direc¬ 
tion.”

That was in 2005. He 
immersed himself in track 
with almost immediate 
results. His final meet at 
Anderson was that 2009 state 
meet. 

Meacham took over for two 
seasons, stayed close to the 
program when he was teach¬ 
ing at Fort Knox High School 
last year, then returned as 
head coach this season. 

The approach has been 
simple: Just get better. That is 


all that matters. 

As a relatively small Class 
3A program - the KHSAA 
lists Anderson with 1,183 stu¬ 
dents, barely half the totals 
of state’s seven largest schools 
- the Bearcats will likely be 
challenged to seriously com¬ 
pete for team championships. 

But it can get seriously bet¬ 
ter. 

As a 2A school, Anderson 
should have competed well. 
The other regional schools 
were smaller in number and 
somewhat rural, like Ander¬ 
son County. 

Now, just getting out of 
the region means beating 


the Lexington public high 
schools. 

It’s tougher. Much tougher. 

“But,” Moninger said Sat¬ 
urday, “that makes you run 
faster.” 

That’s why Moninger, who 
has been around Anderson 
County track for more than 
a decade, was beaming after 
the boys’ 4x200-meter relay 
team finished 21 st Saturday. 
The placing really didn’t mat¬ 
ter. 

“They set a school record,” 
she said. 

“They broke it by 4/10 of a 
second.” 

Anderson looks to get bet¬ 


ter in 2014. Saturday, each 
of the seven returnees who 
competed at the state vowed 
a return. It is not out of the 
question to see Tyson Yett 
competing for one, maybe 
two individual crowns. Sev¬ 
enth-grader Elle Buser has 
designs on a state crown by 
the time she is “in my first or 
second year in high school.” 

They are dreams that 
would have been unheard of 
at Anderson County a decade 
ago. 

Enthusiasm and a directive 
to just get better has made 
the difference. 

“I have so many kids that 


are right on the edge of a 
breakthrough,” Meacham 
said. “The hard work will con¬ 
tinue to make all the Ander¬ 
son County track and field 
Bearcats better and we’ll have 
many more names not listed 
in this year’s state meet recap 
that will be there next year 
for sure.” 

It’s simply a matter of per¬ 
spective. Anderson was better. 
Much better. 

“I am a proud coach this 
evening,” Meacham said.

The only question about 
the 30th District softball 
opener Monday night was just 
how dominant Mia Aldridge 
really was. 

The freshman pitcher 
overpowered Spencer County 
in the Lady Bearcats’ 9-0 
rout. Aldridge allowed just 
two base runners to lead 
Anderson to Tuesday’s district 
championship game. Aldridge 
improved to 12-1 on the year. 

Anderson was to have 
played Collins, a 16-9 winner 
over Shelby County in the 
other semi-final, Tuesday 
after press time. 

On the scoreboard, 

Aldridge flirted with a no¬ 
hitter. Spencer’s McKenzie 
Keown spoiled the possible 
no-no with a clean two-out 
single to centerfield in the 
seventh inning. However, 
the official book, kept in the 
Anderson dugout, had credit¬ 
ed Spencer’s Katie McKinney 
with a first inning hit that 
the press box called an error 
on shortstop Corrin Robinson. 

McKinney’s ground ball 
took a bad hop just over Rob¬ 
inson’s glove. 

One hit or two? It really 
did not matter. Aldridge was 
so dominant that Spencer 
simply had no chance. 

“It’s frustrating for the 
offense when a pitcher is 
hitting their spots like Mia 
did tonight,” Anderson coach 
Brian Glass said. 

Aldridge threw only 90 
pitches over seven innings. 
Fifty-seven were strikes as 
the freshman struck out 
seven. 

When Spencer tried to 
adjust to the outside pitch, 
Aldridge ran the ball in on 
the hands. When the Bears 
backed off a bit, she hit the 
outside corner. 

For good measure, Aldridge 
put the Lady Bearcats in 
firm control with a two-out, 
two-run single in the second 
inning that made the score 
3-0. 

“Mia is playing so well 
and is so deserving,” Glass 
said. “She is out here working 
every day.” 

Aldridge got plenty of 
help. 

Kaci Currens, Bailey Curry 
and Robinson all had two hits 
with both of Robinson’s being 


for two bases. 

Currens drove in two with 
a third-inning double but got 
things started in the second 
when she singled, stole sec¬ 
ond, then went to third on 
Robinson’s sacrifice. After 
Alissa Vest walked to load the 
bases, Spencer tried an ill- 
advised pickoff at first. Cur¬ 
rens never hesitated as she 
raced home. 

“Kaci made that read,” 
Glass said. “She held her lead, 
like she was supposed to and 
when they threw to first, she 
came on home. “ 

Currens drove in two more 
with a third-inning double, 
then scored on Robinson’s 
two-bagger to make it 6-0. For 


all practical purposes, Ander¬ 
son was home free and could 
set its sight on the Eighth 
Region tournament. 

Curry put the exclamation 
point on the win with a 3-run 
homer in the sixth. 

Aldridge had plenty of 
help in the field as Currens, 
Anna-Marie Hyatt and Missa 
Walker all robbed Spencer of 
hits. 

Anderson improved to 
24-11 on the year while Spen¬ 
cer closed out at 2-30. 

The Lady Bears ended the 
season with a 19-game losing 
streak. 

Yet, Glass was concerned. 
Anderson had only beaten 
Spencer 1-0 three weeks

Danielle Teague, 
running for Courtney Rose, 
trotted home with the game 
winner. 

It spoiled a gritty per¬ 
formance from Anderson 
pitcher Mia Aldridge. The 
freshman struck out eight 
and gave up only one earned 
run to a Butler team that won 
its 20th game. 

“I thought (Aldridge) was 
amazing,” Anderson coach 
Brian Glass said. “She gave up 
only one earned run against 
one of the better teams in the 
state. She mixed in and out 
very well.” 

Butler had gotten the win¬ 
ning rally started when Rose, 
who went 3-for-3 on the eve¬ 
ning, led off with a single. 

After going to second on a 
Ashley Wilkerson’s sacrifice, 


Teague advanced to third 
when a breaking pitch got 
away from Aldridge and 
catcher Bailey Curry. 

With only one out and the 
winning run 60 feet from 
home, Aldridge got Gretchen 
Bell on a called third strike. It 
set the stage for Book’s deci¬ 
sive hit. 

Anderson, meanwhile, had 
little luck at the plate. 

The Lady Bearcats man¬ 
aged just three hits and were 
plagued by “at ‘em” balls 
throughout the contest. No 
one seemed to be more of a 
victim than freshman first 
baseman Katelyn Harrod. 
Already robbed of a hit by 
Bell in center field with a 


runner on second in the 
bottom of the fifth, Harrod 
launched a rocket with two 
out and a runner on second in 
the seventh. Unfortunately 
for Anderson, it went directly 
to Butler second baseman 
Hailey Whitmer. 

“I thought we hit the ball 
as well as they did,” Glass 
said. “They had six hits, we 
had three, but we had 11 or 
12 quality at-bats where line 
drives or hard hit balls where 
caught. They just didn’t get 
through.” 

Anderson had a some 
hope in the bottom of the 
sixth when Curry belted her 
fourth home run of the year, 
a no-doubter that cleared 


the center field fence, tying 
things at 1. 

After Butler went back 
ahead, the Lady Bearcats 
tried to mount a two-out 
rally when designated player 
Alissa Vest drew a walk and 
pinch-runner Lexan Overby 
went to second on Abby 
Ziegler’s wild pitch before 
Whitmer snared Harrod’s 
liner to end things. 

Butler had scored an 
unearned run in the third but 
could not take advantage of 
what appeared to be a night 
when Aldridge did not have 
her absolute best stuff. Eight 
Butler hitters went to 3-ball 
counts, but only one walked. 

Glass, however, said looks 
were a bit deceiving.

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May perfect time to get hooked on smallmouth stream fishin

I have an old friend who 
was reluctant to go wading in 
streams for smallmouth bass 
for many years. 

“The fish are too small,” he 
said. 

One May a few years ago, 

I convinced him to wade a 
small creek in central Ken¬ 
tucky the weekend after the 
Kentucky Derby. From the 
time the water lapped over 
our ankles until nearly dark, 
we caught nice smallmouth 
after nice smallmouth. Many 
of those topped the 15-inch 
mark. I also hooked an unusu¬ 
al 22-inch largemouth bass on 
a 4-inch lizard that only had 
one eye. 

We caught over two dozen 
smallmouth a piece that 
day. My friend caught one in 
the 17-inch range that gave 
him quite a tussle on a light 
action spinning rod. He’s been 
hooked on stream small¬ 
mouth fishing since. 

It is that time of year 
again. When the water 
recedes from this incredibly 
wet and cool spring, stream 
smallmouth bass will be hun¬ 
gry. It will be time to slip on 
some old tennis shoes, worn 
out hiking boots or wade 
boots, grab a light to medium- 
light power spinning rod and 


hit the creek. 

Good reproduction years in 
the early and mid-2000s pro¬ 
duced a nice cohort of 14-inch 
and better stream small¬ 
mouth bass across Kentucky. 
Central Kentucky’s famed 
Elkhorn Creek is a good repre¬ 
sentative of the present con¬ 
dition of stream smallmouth 
bass in our state. 

“There were many nice, 
quality smallmouth in Elk- 
horn based on our recent pop¬ 
ulation sampling last month,” 
said Kathryn Emme, assistant 
central fisheries district biolo¬ 
gist for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “We got a lot of 
fish between 15 and 19 inches. 
We also got a 20 incher. I’ve 
not seen a 20 incher in Elk- 
horn before. They were in 
good condition as well, all 
of them fat and healthy. 
They’ve been munching all 
kinds of good food.” 

Gerry Buynak, assistant 
director of fisheries for Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife, said 
this productive upswing is 
reflected across Kentucky. 

“There is not much varia¬ 
tion in stream smallmouth 
growth across Kentucky,” he 
said. “Elkhorn is a good gauge 
of what is happening across 
the state. We should have 
good stream smallmouth fish¬ 
ing for quite a few years.” 


In May, anglers should con¬ 
centrate on three areas of a 
stream: the bottom of stream 
drops, often called riffles, the 
top of stream drops and flow¬ 
ing shoals. The current-free 
areas in the deeper holes hold 
fish at rest; these areas are 
the television room, not the 
kitchen. 

The feeding smallmouths 
are picking off disoriented 
crawfish, sculpins and bait- 
fish in the flowing water. Toss 
a 4-inch black straight-tailed 
finesse worm rigged on a 
1/8-ounce leadhead above or 
below a riffle along the seam 
where fast current meets 
slower. Let the worm tumble 
along the current seam, occa¬ 
sionally touching bottom. A 
green pumpkin skirted dou¬ 
ble-tailed grub worked in the 
same areas produces strikes as 
do smaller jig and trailer com¬ 
binations in hues of brown, 
green and orange. 

Work flowing shoals with 
a weightless pearl-colored 
soft plastic jerkbait rigged 
weedless with a worm hook 
or hooked through the nose 
with a wide gapped finesse 
hook. Allow this presentation 
to slowly tumble toward bot¬ 
tom and gently jerk the rod 
tip every few feet to start the 
process again. This rig often 
sinks in a corkscrew death 
spiral. Smallmouth bass that 


ignored every offering in 
your vest will crush this. 

In the early morning 
and dusk, topwater lures 
work well at times. Chugger 
style topwaters and cigar¬ 
shaped lures designed for the 
walk-the-dog retrieve work 
extremely well. Use 3- to 
4-inch versions of these lures, 
not the larger ones designed 
for largemouth bass in lakes. 
Cork and deer hair poppers 
cast on a fly rod also work 
well as do white 1/8-ounce 
buzzbaits. 

The topwater bite can be 
sporadic. On some days, they 
hit them with abandon, while 
on other days, stream small¬ 
mouth ignore them com¬ 
pletely. If you fish a topwater 
for 45 minutes or so without 
a strike during these low light 
times, switch to sub-surface 
lures. 

In addition to the Elkhorn 
Creek system in central Ken¬ 
tucky, anglers can enjoy high 
quality stream smallmouth 
fishing across the Bluegrass 
state. The Gasper River in 
Warren County, the Little 
Barren River system in Green 
and Metcalfe counties, the 
Russell and Levisa Forks of 
Big Sandy River in Pike Coun¬ 
ty and the Green River below 
Green River Lake to Mam¬ 
moth Cave National Park 
all offer productive stream 


smallmouth fishing. 

The South Fork of Lick¬ 
ing River in Bourbon and 
Harrison counties, the South 
Fork of the Kentucky River 
in Clay and Owsley counties, 
the Cumberland River above 
the Falls in Bell and Whit¬ 
ley counties, the Rockcastle 
River in Laurel, Pulaski and 
Rockcastle counties, the Little 
Kentucky River in Henry, 
Trimble and Carroll counties 
are all good streams to catch 
smallmouth bass. 

Many overlooked small¬ 
mouth streams occur across 
Kentucky. 

If a local stream has good 
current with pools and riffles, 
a rocky bottom and water 
at least thigh deep, it likely 
holds smallmouths. Most of 
these small streams rarely 
get fished. Remember to get 
landowner permission before 
fishing. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life offers anglers a free bro¬ 
chure on stream smallmouth 
waters in Kentucky, available 
in a printable version at the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
webpage at fw.ky.gov or you 
may request one by calling 
1-800-858-1549. 

Now is the best time of 
year to catch trophy stream 
smallmouth bass. This is the 
most exciting fishing you can 
find in Kentucky.

years of attendance,” Todd 
Hyatt says of his daughter’s 
commitment to simply being 
in church. “There are plenty 
of things that you can do 
on Sunday but by being in 
church and absorbing what¬ 
ever she has will provide her 
with the means to face what¬ 
ever comes her way as she 
moves forward in her life. She 
may not realize that yet but 
she will in due time. I know 
I do now but did not realize 
at the time how important it 
was that Mamma and Daddy 
made sure we were all in 
church.” 

It is usually not an issue 
during the school year. Very 
few high school golf tourna¬ 
ments or softball games are 
played on Sunday. But during 
the summer travel season, 
keeping that record intact can 
be tough. 

“We have done whatever 
it takes,” Todd Hyatt says. “It 
says in Matthew 18:20, ‘For 
where two or three are gath¬ 
ered together in My name, 

I am there among them’ so 
we have done a lot of differ¬ 
ent things. We have gone to a 
lot of different churches, we 
have had Sunday School les¬ 
sons in resturants, in the car, 
on the beach, in the airport, 
you name it we have done it. 

“A lot of people think you 
have to be in a church bid 
but I don’t think that is the 
case. I think it is a pretty good 
witness to have an open Bible 
and lesson in a restaurant or 
on the beach for people to see 
becasue you just never know 
how that could impact some¬ 
one.” 

Hyatt faced a real test 
Sunday when she was in New 
York City her school senior 
trip. However, she gathered 
with several others on the 
trip for a Bible study in the 
lobby of her hotel. 

In a world where such 
commitment to one’s faith 
has become the exception 
rather than the rule, some 
would see Hyatt’s devotion 
as blind fanaticism, but her 
parents see it as a simply by¬ 
product of setting priorities. 

“When we were being 
raised, we were just expected 
to be in church,” says Todd, 
who played football at 
Georgetown College. “People 
sometimes talk about avoid¬ 
ing bad habits, but there are 
good habits too.” 


Todd also notes that his 
wife has had perfect church 
attendance for 49 years. 

And, Todd says, it has 
not always been easy. There 
have been times when he or 
his wife have had to over¬ 
rule their daughter and tell 
her she was going to church. 
“That’s just part of being a 
kid,” Todd says with a smile. 
“It hasn’t happened too 
often.” 

On the field, Anna Marie 
Hyatt is a fierce competi¬ 
tor who was hoping to lead 
Anderson to its third district 
championship in her four 
varsity seasons Tuesday 
night. Monday, Hyatt was hit¬ 
less in two at-bats, but walked 
and scored a run.

sage. 

“Last summer was a blast,” 
Hyatt says. “We were able to 
minister to a lot of people and 
that makes you feel good that 
you can influence someone.” 

Over four summers, Hyatt 
traveled in the summer with 
the Batcats, a local team, 
with her father as one of the 
coaches. Her final year with 
the team, she and her father 
prepared “Bible Bags,” a small 
bag holding a Bible, devotion- 
als about character and other 
spiritual materials. All of the 
team members received bags 
embroidered with the simple 
logo, “Batcats Softball Sunday 
School.” 

Todd says it was his daugh¬ 
ter’s idea. Players were not 
required to attend, but most 
did. 

“They would all bring 
them to the park on Sunday 
and we would have Sunday 
School at the ball park.... We 
even used the firehouse and 
EMT building in Versailles at 
the park one day because it 
was pouring down rain and 
they called the games off but 
the girls wanted to have Sun¬ 
day School.”

Atmos Energy also is proposing several new tariff provisions and modification of others: 

1) Permanent approval of the Company’s Weather Normalization Adjustment (WNA) mechanism. 

2) Establishment of a Margin Loss Rider (MLR) and a System Development Rider (SDR), each of which may increase residential rates an amount to be calculated 
periodically upon implementation of the riders. 

3) Modification of the General Firm Sales Sen/ice (Rate G-1) and the Interruptible Sales Sen/ice (Rate G-2) to allow for Natural Gas Vehicle (NGV) Sen/ice. 

4) Establish a new Sen/ice Charge Door Tag Fee of $10.00. 

5) Incorporation of revisions to 807 KAR 5:006 into the tariff. 

All other charges not specifically mentioned herein shall remain the same as those presently in effect. The proposed rates will result in an overall approximate increase 
in the amount of $13,367,575 or 8.6% with increases of approximately $8,303,791 or 8.98% for residential consumers, and $2,996,879 or 8.07% for commercial consumers, 
and approximately $181,500 or 4.25% for industrial consumers. Charges from other gas revenue will increase $97,171 or 5.1%. The average monthly bill for residential 
consumers will increase approximately $4.50 or 8.98%. The average monthly bill for commercial consumers will increase approximately $14.42 or 8.07%. The average 
monthly bill for industrial customers will increase approximately $72.95 or 4.25%. The impact on each customer’s average bill will vary according to individual consumption 
or transportation levels.
